WATTING FOR A BREEZE. 


As in yesterday's . proceedings 
there 


was nothing for the boats to do but to

It contin- 
ued to burn away the fog and by noon 
it was comparatively clear. The wind

MORO" NATIVES'^UNEASY 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 3i—In tha 


anniversary o£ his accession to tha 
throne Tuesday, the sultan received in 
audience at the palace the heads of the 
religious communities and the ccuwen- 
ical patriarch made- a speed, of congrat- 
ulation. IB reply thereto of tor thank- 
ing the patriarch andthc others present 
for their good wishes, the sultan, con- 
trary to precedent, epoko at 
some 


length, as follows: 


"All my desire is for the welfare of 


the population, -without distinction of 
race or religion. As to tho regretable 
deeds to which the patriarch alludes, I 
am convinced that the movement does 
not proceed spontaneously from the pop- 
ulation, but is instigated from abroad. 
I hope the measures taken will insure 
tranquility. I coJl to witness the "sin- 
cerity of my declaration and that all my 
aspirations and work are for the wel- 
fare and prosperity of all-my subjects.. 


Turning then to the Bulgarian patri- 


arch, the sulto.n bade him communicate 
his words to his 'flock. 


Next, addressing 
the 
Greek . patri- 


arch, the'sultan said he regretted that 
the Greek population bad also suffered 
from the reeent troubles and declared 
he would be pleased .'o contribute to' tho 
subscriptions being raised in the patri- 
archate in behalf of the sufferers. 


The sultan further remarked that.he 


was very sorry that sonic of the soldiers 
had been guilty of acts contrary to hia 
crders and desires.

«.hat go to make uj> the volume of the 
swollen Mississippi. The property which 
tho Amalgamated Copper company now 
eoirtrols was once perhaps a thousand 
mining claims, each one very likely .own- 
ed in common by a half dozen minors. 
The department store trust has combin- 
ed the business of hundreds of merchants 
some portions of which they acquired 
by purchase and others in some other 
way. It is cslima'icd that the Standard 
Oil company hns taken, by contract or 
by force, the business of 10.000 corpora-' 
lions and merchants in all parts of the 
Union. The few present great railroad 
lines of Hie rountry have been made up 
by the combination of hundreds of smal- 
ler lines, some e.vtensions of one another 
and others competing lines. 


'The ambition of the shipping trust, 


perliajw the pet projoi-: of the gjrent Am- 
erican combines, has been to control all 
the ships that sail the ocean. A hun- 
dred years ngo t.heri! were hardly two 
ships owned by the same individual or 
corporation, mid over. lifl.y years ago 
there wus scarcely a ship owner, indi- 
vidual or corporation that owned a half 
down ships. Xo one knows but that 
within the next ten years a greater mnn 
than J. Piernont Morgan will arise who 
will combine into one organization all 
the industries of the land, so that the 
workman who works for wages can find 
but oni: possible employer and the pur- 
chaser of wares but one possible seller. 
The steps toward the formation of one 
universal industrial corporation 
which 


shall crowd out all oth,cr corporations 
mid assume to itself all the industries of 
tlie land have already !i-.'0!i more than 
half taken. It is not sn far to go from 
now to that ond as we had to go to ivach 
present industrial conditions. 


"A monopoly is economically desira- 


ble—that is, for -the 
monopolist. 
The 


United State- Steel corporation am pro- 
duce, no matter what it sells them for, 
its goods cheaper than the elements out 
of which the combination is composed 
ever produced them.' The Standard Oil 
company is economically perfect, for it 
pays 40 per cen't. dividends. The sugar 
trust, is economically correct, for where 
as the individual sugar refiners lost mon- 
ey on small capitalisation ihe sugar 
trust pays big dividends on a large capi- 
talization. The railroad 
combinations 


aro economically impregnable, for they 
pay. 


"If Mr. Morgan's shipping trust and 


Mr. Schwab's shipbuilding trust are fail- 
tires they are exceptions to the rule. We 
cannot', therefore, rely on natural forces, 
on the laws of supply and demand or on 
economic considerations to 
limit 
the 


growth of modern combinations. If they 
arc undesirable, if ihe people of the Am- 
erican nation, would be better of! with- 
out them or with limitations put on 
them, tliev must put those limitations on 
by ihe action of their legislatures, their 
congress ood their courts. The American 
bar must act and the American Bar as- 
sociation must take the lead. If 
the

ot;n CRIMINAL CODES. 


The two Breothitt Co.. Ky., assassins 


sent to states prison for life, is account- 
ed a victory for the defense because of 
the prosecution having declared it want- 
ed a verdict of girilly which would hang 
or no verdict at all. There are citizens 
of Kentucky who also regard tho ver- 
dict as a victory for the two convicted 
men for the reason there is a profound 
conviction they will be duly pardoned 
out. But in every state where life im- 
prisonment verdicts arc 'rendered this 
probability is always present, and sta- 
tistics -show a life sentence as not by 
any means necessarily meaning what it 
implies. 


It can be said that there are m.iny 


jurymen who aro odvcrsc to rendering 
verdicts that bring with them the hang- 
ing penalty. They, however, will com- 
promise readily upon a life 'sentence if 
Hie form of verdict is such this can be 
done. In this state, where there is no 
capital punishment, there is no coo- 
science to bo considered upon'the part 
of court or jury or witnesses, yet the 
convictioas of murderers in the first de- 
gree are not rendered, in such numbers 
as tend much to encourage those who 
itre uninfluenced by scntimentalism. 


Our criminal codes some day will have 


to be amended in the interests of law and 
order. Uiat is, so amended that a mere 
little technicality will not undo a right-' 
cou-s verdict where the testimony is un- 
questioned, sentences ayarded in-every 
way commensurate with -the crime com- 
mitted, the -awarding of a sentence to 
any 
one interfering 
or 
threatening 


courts, witnesses or jurymen, equal to 
that visited upon Ihe guilty criminal. 
Then the law should forbid all pardons 
unless testimony has been 
discovered 


demonstrating -the law has erred, and no. 


! uppeak should be allowed. 


With enforcement of proper laws, the 


entire reformation of our civil codes of 
procedure, the promptness of all crimi- 
nal trials insured, the unquesijoncd pro- 
tection of all concerned hi criminal trials 
with equally unquestioned proper pun-, 
isluncnt for the crime committed, and 
not only wou'd lynching cease, but in 
every community these terrible feud af- 
fairs which prevail in manjj states would 
be entirely effaced.

The wind at Sandy Hook at 8:35 was 


reported officially 
at five 'knots. The 


sun, too, began to break through the 
mist and it then began to clear rapidly. 
'Soon it was possible to see half rf'mile 
or more, blue skies were in evidence and 
prospects of a race were more encourag- 
ing than on any previous day this week. 


At 8:30 Reliance started for the light- 


ship in tow. At that time the wind, ac- 
cording 
to the official, observer, had 


dropped to tliree miles an hour from 
the northeast. 
Eight minutes later 


Shamrock left, also in tow. 


When the yachts reached the light- 


ship the wind had hauled around to the J 
southeast and wa^s blowing about five 
miles an hour. It was clearing gradual- 
ly, but the fog was still so heavy that 
at 10:35 the committee boat Navigator 
signaled a. postponement of the start 
until later ir. the clay. 


WAITING FOR A BREEZE. 


As in yesterday's . proceedings there 


•was nothing for the boats to do but to 
maneuver about the start in hope for 


. some. wind. By 11:45 o'clock the sun 


came' out warm and bright. It contin- 
ued to burn away the fog and by noon 
it was comparatively clear. The wind 
had increased at that time to six miles

As the weather was gradually grow- 


ing clearer the committee decided 'to

As to tho regretable 
deeds to -which the patriarch alludes, I 
am convinced that the movement does 
not proceed spontaneously from the pop- 
ulation, but is instigated from abroad, 
I hope the measures ta&en will insure 
tranquility. I call to witness the "sin- 
cerity of my declaration and that all my 
aspirations and work are for the wel- 
fare and prosperity of all- my subjects. 


Turning then to the Bulgarian patri- 


arch, the sultan bade him Communicate 
his words to his 'flock. 


Next, addressing 
the Greek patri- 


arch, the'sultan said he regretted that 
the Greek population bad also suffered 
from the recent trouble^ and declared 
he would be pleased .'o contribute to" the 
subscriptions being raised in the patri- 
archate in behalf of the sufferers. 


The-sultan further remarked that he 


was very sorry that some of the soldiers 
had been guilty of acts contrary to his 
crders and desires."

prudence, would be entirely changed. 


There were remedies proposed, one be- 


ing a franchise tax that instead of di- 
minishing as figures grew higher, should 
be increased. This process of heavily 
taxing was regarded as the most feasi- 
ble, as the illustration -was given of the 


/ Steel trust. With the first million rea- 


sonably low, then raising as the capital- 
ization was raised tintil a rate of ten per 
cent.,.was reached on the.' last series of 
millions. It was pointed out that with 
no .constitutional amendment no special 
tax could be levied *gainSt trusts, combi- 
nations or large corporations, but that 
legally in every state and- equally the 
cation, a franchise lax could be placed.

bining; everything seems to be/coming 
into some form of combination, and ev- 
erybody scorns to be a combiner. ''The 
competition that still remains 
is fast 


disappearing. Workmen are refusing to 
compete for jobs. Labor unions aTe en- 
larging the spheres of their activity and 
extending, their operations. The union 
of the employers 'is still stronger 
and 


more far-reaching than the union of the 
workmen. 


"We arc now having .combinations of 


combinations. 
The United States Steel 


corporation is a combination of a dozen 
theretofore competing producers, who 
themselves were combinations of still 
cither producers, anfl these in turn often 
combinations of still others. To trace 
them ba«k to their beginners is like dis- 
covering all the multitude of sources 
that go to make uj) the volume of the 
swollen Mississippi. The property which 
the Amalgamated Copper company now 
controls was once perhaps " a thousand 
mining claims, each one very likely Down- 
ed in common by a half dozen miners. 
The department store trust has combin- 
ed the business of hundreds of merchants 
some portions of which they acquired 
by purchase nnd others in some other 
way. It is estimated that the Standard 
Oil company has taken, by contract or 
by force, the business of 10,000 corpora- 
tions and merchants in all parts of the 
Union. The few present great railroad 
lines of tho country have been made up 
by the combination of hundreds of smal- 
ler lines, some extensions of one another 
and others competing lines. 


"Tho 
ambition of the shipping trust, 


perhaps the pet project of the gjeat Am- 
erican combines, has been to control all 
•the ships t'ho,t sail 'the ocean. A hun- 
dred years ago there were hardly two 
ships owned by the same individual or 
corporation, nnd even fifty 
years ago 


there was scarcely a ship owner, indi- 
vidual or corporation that owned a half 
dozen ships. No one knows but that 
within the next teii years -a, greater mnn 
than J. Pierpont Morgan will arise who 
will combine into one organization all 
Hie industries of the land, so that tho 
workman who works for wages can find 
but one possible employer and the pur- 
chaser of wares, but one possible seller. 
The steps toward the formation of one 
universal industrial corporation which 
shall crowd out all oilier corporations 
and assume to itself all the industries of 
the land have -already been more than 
half taken. It is not so far to go from 
now to that end as we had to go to roach 
present industrial conditions. 


"A monopoly is economically desira- 


ble—that is, for the 
monopolist. The 


United States Steel corporation can pro- 
duce, no matter what it sells them for, 
its goods cheaper than the elements .out 
of Which the combination, is composed 
ever produced'them.' The'Standard Oil 
company is economically perfect, for it 
pays 40 per cent, dividends. The sugar 
trust is economically correct^ for where- 
as the individual sugar refiners lost mon- 
ey on small capitalization th.e sugar 
trust pays big dividends on a large capi- 
talization. 
The. railroad 
combinations 


are economically impregnable, for they 
pay. 


"If .Mr. Morgan's shipping trust and 


Mr. Schwab's shipbuilding1 trust are fail- 
ures they-are exceptions to the rule. We 
cannot, therefore, rely on natural forces. 
on the laws of supply and.demand or on 
economic considerations to 
limit 
the 


growth of modern combinations. If they 
arc undesirable, if tlie. people of the Am- 
erican nation/would be Ijctter off with- 
out them or -wi'th limitations put on 
them, they mast put those limitations on 
by the action of their legislatures, their 
congress and their courts. The American 
bar must set and.'the American Bar as- 
sociation must take the: lead. • If 
the 


Northern Securities corporation had been 
allowed to go oa the next thing to fol- 
low it would naturally have been a Un- 
ited States Securities company, which 
would hold the majority of the «tock of 
every railroad where the American flag 
flics."

OUR, CRIMINAI, CODES. 


The two Breathitt Co.. Ky., assassins 


sent to states prison for life, is account- 
ed a victory for the defense because of 
the prosecution having declared it want- 
ed a verdict of guilty which would hang 
or no verdict at all. There are citizens 
of Kentucky who. also regard the ver- 
dict as. a victory for the two convicted 
men for the reason there ia a profound 
c-onviction they will be duly pardoned 
out. But in every state where life im- 
prisonment verdicts .are 'rendered this 
probability is always present, and sta- 
tistics show a life sentence as not by 
airy -means necesso,rily meaning what it 
implies. 
' . 


It can be said that there arc many 


jurymen who arc adverse 'to rendering 
verdicts that bring with them the hang- 
ing penalty. They, however, will com- 
promise readily upon a life "sentence if 
the form of verdict is such this can be 
done. In this state, where there is no 
capital punishment., there is no con- 
science to be considered upon'the part 
of court or jury or witnesses, yet the 
convictions of murderers in the fiyst de- 
gree arc not rendered in such numbers 
as tend much to encourage those who 
e.rc uninfluenced by sentimentalism. 


Our criminal codes some day will have 


to be amended in the interests of law and 
order, that is, so amended that a mere 
little technicality will not undo a right- 
eons verdict where the testimony is un- 
questioned, sentence* awarded in-every 
way commensurate witii the crime com- 
mitted, the-awarding. of a sentence to 
or.y 
one interfering or 
threatciiin^ 


courts, witnesses or jurymen, equal to 
that visited upon-the guilty criminal. 
Then the law should forbid all pardons 
unless 
• testimony has been, discovered 


demonstrating 'the law has .erred, and no. 
appeals should be allowed. 


With enforcement of proper laws, the 


entire reformation of our civil codes of 
procedure, the promptness of all crimi- 
nal trials insured, the unquestioned pro- 
tection of all concerned in criminal trials 
with equally unquestioned proper pun-. 
hjhment for the'Crime committed, and 
not only would .lynching cease,-but in 
every community these terrible feud af- 
fairs which prevail in manjf states would 
be entirely effaced.

The question of 
guilt will be fought over, and the rules 
of:the game,—-rather the rules of the 
court of legal procedure will 
prevail.

light will be barred; ques- 


tions that the innocent spectator rjqay 
think certainly should be replied vto by 
witness, will be objected to and objee~ 
tions sustained or refused us the judge 
so minds as per the rules of'the game of 
court, either way.

There is a seeming growing 


indifference to, -the law and increasing 
disregard for the rignts of others, a sen- 
timentalism that discourages communi- 
ties) 'that, wouldjre discouraging but .for 
the kno-wledgu that behind the darkness 
is that light bound to sooner or later 
shine with such exigence that law and 
order will be uppermost and fitting pun- 
ishments accorded for every crime, with 
the certainty of the promptest of trials.
